GENERAL REMARKS. 


There have been two hundred and nine weeks of school 
in town the past year, one hundred and forty-five scholars, | 
eighty-four boys and sixty-one girls. ‘The number of child- 
ren in town between the ages of five and fifteen, by the 
selectmen’s enumeration in April, 1893, was one hundred 
and nine, sixty-two boys and forty-seven girls. 

We consider the schools the past year have been very 
successful, and credit is due to both teachers and scholars. 

There is a tendency among some of the parents to allow 
their children to leave school for some trifling cause. This 
has a demoralizing influence on the scholars. If parents 
would see higher results from the money expended for 
' school purposes, they should earnestly support the teacher 
in evéry effort for its improvement.
